Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's remarks received on May 21 , 
2009. Claims 1,3-5, 7-9, 13, 15-17 and 20-23 remain pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. The previous 101 rejections have been withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

4. Claims 1,3-5, 7-9, 13, 15, 16, 22 and 23 (renumbered as 1-12) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach quantizing a direction and magnitude of the computed first and 
second derivative vectors, weighted voting the quantized first and second derivative 
directions into analyzing coordinate system orientations to determine a maximum vote, 
as stated in claim 1 , combined with other features and elements of the claim.
